Shoe Pinches," Plutarch relates the story 
of a Roman being divorced from his wife. 
This person being highly blamed by his 
friends, who demanded, "Was she not 
chaste ? was she not fair ?M holding out his 
shoe, aaked them whether it was not new? 
and well made ? l'yot," added he, "nono of 
ycm can tell where'ifc pinches me.*'
